An equally bellicose tone character­ 
izes the British correspondents’ dis­ 
patches from St. Petersburg, which 
openly impute the Russian delay to the 
belief that Great Br tain is determined 
not to risk war and express the con­ 
viction that tha Russian government is 
determined not to punish the offending 
officers. 
Madrid dispatches comment severe­ 
ly upon the attempt of the Russians 
at Vigo to defy tho Spanish govern­ 
ment by the pretense that their vessels 
have been damaged and by proceeding 
to coal from German vessels and also 
on Admiral Rojestvensky's alleged ex­ 
planation that firing on an approach­ 
ing vessel was necessary for tho pro­ 
tection of his squadron. 
Lord Rosebery, in sending a check 
for $500 for the sufferers, describes the 
North sea affair as an "unspeakable 
outrage.”

“ Indiana at Shiloh” is the title of a 
volume of 310 pages compiled by John 
W .Coons, ofInd ian apolis.lt is the re­ 
port of the Indiana Shiloh National 
Park Commission, by which it is pub­ 
lished. 
The book is one that will not 
only be valued as a historical work 
of accuracy, but will be of special 
interest to the survivors of the Indiana 
regimeotal and company organizations 
infantry, artillery and cavalry that 
took part in that battle, which is also 
known by the name of Pittsburg Land­ 
ing. 
The volume is rich in maps, in 
pictures of the monuments that now 
mark the field and in the chief effiuers 
who took part in the battle. 
Mr. Coons was a member of the 
Eleventh Indiana Infantry, and was 
himself thoroughly fam iliar with the 
events that he has collated and arrang­ 
ed in this volume.

The matter has been quietly j 
arranged and has been kept under 
cover for a month or more, so that its j 
publication <u the last moment might 
make more effective the positive and 
absolute denial of the statement that 
Inharmonious relations exist between 
the senior and 
the junior senators 
from Indiana. 
Senator Beveridge will 
be among the speakers of national rep­ 
utation who will accompany the Re­ 
p u b lic an vice p re sid e n tia l c an d id ate , 
and the fact that the arrangement was 
made by Senator Beveridge himself 
should be sufficient to set at rest the 
slanderous reports of the existence of 
a state of war between the two. 


Formal announcement of the change 
of ownership of the Star league is 
made in today’s Indianapolis Star, and 
articles of incorporation of the Star 
Publishing company were filed with 
the secretary of stale and the recorder 
of Marion county yesterday. 
Accord­ 
ing to the articles the company is cap­ 
italized at $1,000,000, divided into Id,- 
000 shares. 
The principal in the deal 
is John C. Shaffer, owner and publish­ 
er of the Chicago Post, and the edi­ 
torial head of the papers is to he Ern­ 
est Bross, formerly of the Portland 
Oregonian. 
The papers will be con­ 
tinued as 1-cent publications, and Mr. 
Shaffer announced yesterday that no 
changes would be made in the person­ 
nel of the three staffg beyond the en­ 
gagement of Mr. Bross. 
“The Star is 
out of debt,” said Mr, Shaffer, “and 
the new deal starts today with a 
credit to the paper’s accont in hank of 
$100,000. 
The papers will be indepcn- j 
dent, but will support Roosevelt iu t h e , 
present campaign.”
